Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 6-9 and 48-51, previously indicated to be allowable in the prior Office 

Action, remain allowable. The reason is restated for Applicants' convenience: 

A method of testing or machine-readable medium performing the method 

comprising: charging a pin on an integrated circuit (IC) until it reaches a known state; 

stopping the charging of the pin; floating the pin for a predetermined time; sampling a 

state of the pin after the predetermined time; and determining a test result of the pin 
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based on the state of the pin after the predetermined time, wherein the method is 
performed with Boundary Scan as recited in claims 6 and 48 have not been found. 

Claims 1, 43, 52 and 57 are allowable because they include the limitation of 
performing the method with boundary scan in combination with the method steps of 
driving a terminal on an integrated circuit (IC) to a state; stopping the driving of the 
terminal; floating the terminal for a predetermined time and determining a state of the 
terminal after the predetermined time. 

It is further noted that the technique "Boundary Scan" is based on the teaching of 
the IEEE 1149.1 standard as indicated in Applicants Disclosure (page 3, lines 1-7). 
Moreover, it is noted that the examiner's reasons are understood to be predicated upon 
consideration of each of the claims as a whole, and not upon any specific elements of 
the claims.
